THE MUNICIPAL FRANCHISE AMENDMENT ORDINANCE, 1020 

An Ordinance to amend the Municipal 

Franchise Ordinance, 1020. 

RE IT ENACTED by the High Commissioner for Palestine 
with the advice of the Advisory Council thereof: - 

1. This Ordinance may be cite*I as the Municipal Fran- sl,ort tide, 
cliise Amendment Ordinance, 1020. 


Notwithstanding anything in Sections 3 and 4 of the 
Municipal Franchise Ordinance, 1020, for the purpose of the first 
election to be held under that Ordinance any person otherwise 
qualified in accordance with those Sections, who lias paid prior 
to the 31st of December, 1020, taxes on immovable property 
owned by him within the Municipal Area to an amount of at 
least P.T. 50 in respect of the current financial year, shall he 
entitled to vote in the election of the Council; and any person 
who has paid, prior to the 31st of' December, 1020, taxes on 
immovable property owned by him within Hie Municipal Area 
to an amount of at least P.T. 100 in respect of the current, finan¬ 
cial year, shall be entitled to he elected as a member of the 
Council of the Municipality in respect of which he fulfils such 
qualification.
